Me, Jerions of Policy and good Order to be obferved in 


E the underwritten Ambaffadoors Ex- 
traordinaty and Plenipotentiarics of 
Hie Britannick Majefty, and of the 
mof Chriftian King, as . Mediators, 
make known that all the moft Hluftrious and moft 
Excellent Lords Ambaffadours and Plenipotentiarics 
afembled here for holdiog Conferences about the 
Peace, have by an unanimous Confent, the 
Propofition made to them about certain Regulations 
to'be obferved concerning good Order and Policy, 
and that after a mature Deliberation, the following 
Articles have unanimoufly been agreed upon. 


1, Every Miniftee Plenipotentiary is to come to 


the Conferences about publick Affairs, attended by 
one Gentlemen, one Secretary, two Pages, four 
Footmen, and if they pleafe, by two Heydocks in 
Hungarian Drefs on both Sides of their Coaches : 
Their Retinue vpon this Occafioa fhall no wife ex- 
teed that Number, 
_ IL, All the Conferences are to be held without 
any Ceremony, for which Purpofe the Plenipoten- 
tiaries are to Git at around Table, where there fhall 
be neither upper nor lower End ; and at which they 
are to take Place as they come into the Chamber 
appointed for the General Conferences, where they 
areto be together without any Manner of 
cedency or Diftinétion. 

IIL, The Coaches fhall place themfelves before 


the Town-Houfe in the Order as they come, leaving 
om enough for thar are yee

come; fe that there may be always a fufficient P 
fage between the Coaches and the Town-Houle. 
IV. Stei€t Orders thall be given to the Coachmen 
and other meanet Séevants to forbear quagrelling 
among themfelves, but on the to treat 
and ule ong another in a kind and civil Manner, 
thewing always a rcadinefsto ferve and one 
another upon any Occafion. 3 
V.1€ 2wo Coaches fhould bappento meet in a 
Place-whitre both cannot pafs at the fame Time, the 
Coachmen, far from contending who fhall pafe firft, 
which muft needs occafion a Stop and Confafion, 
fhall be obliged on both Sides to open the Paflage, 
aod make jt eafy as much as poffible, and he that 
had the firft Notice given him of the Difficulty for 
paffing, fhall ftop oad make way for the other, if it 
appears that he.¢an do it more eafily on his Side. 
VL. Upon ¢ 
City, they are to conform to the Cuftom, by which 
every one that pafics by fhall keep to the Right.

IX. In cafe a Domeftick of {ome Plenipotentiary 
fhoald infole or quarrel with 2 Domeftick of ano- 
ther Plenipotentiary, the Aggreffor is to be imme- 
diately delivered up to the Mafter of the Aggreficd, 
and he may have him punifhed as be thinks fir. 

X. Allthe Plenipotentiaries are to forbid frikt- 
ly their Gentlemen, Pages, acd Domefticks, to 
have amongft them 7 Quarrel or Scuffle 5 and if 
notwithftanding thie Probibition any one fhould 
anes to quatre] acd decide it by the Sword, he 

all be immediately difmiffed from the Plenipo- 
tentiary’s Service, and even expelled the Town, 
without any Regard hadtothe Nature of the Af- 
front he bas received, of to his having been the 
firft infalted. 


XI. The Plenipoteotiaries do motually engage 


theafelwes not to receive into theit Service any 
meftick who hae been turned away by his Mafter, 


XII. If any Plenipotentiary bas a Mind to pu- 


vifh one of bis Servants by Way of Imprifonment, 
he isto be put, at his Requeft, into a publick Pri- 
fon, where he is to be maintained at the Plenipo- 
teotiary’s Charge. 

XIIL All the above-mentioned Regulations una- 
pimoufly agreed wpon for the Policy. and:good Or- 
dee of this Affembly, fhall no ways be mide a 
Precedent for any othet Place, Time, aod Jun@ture, 
and no body fhall prefume to take any Advantage: 
for the forure, nor think that he can be injured by 
the {aid Regulations.
